he public interest centred in the case was 
again shown by the big ctowd which filled 
every available seat of the court, whilst out- 
side the gates of the courthouse there was a 
long queue of people waiting . patiently in 
the hope of getting in some time during the 


The case for the prosecution was resumed, 
and evidence was given by Detective Officers 
Kilkenny and Stubbings of having accom- 
yanied Detective Officers Ward and Allen to 
Berant’s Bush Barracks and arresting Com- 
mandant O’Brien about 7.15 on the evening 
of the shooting. 

Guard.V. J. Finnegan, Donnybrook, gave 
evidence of receiving a telephone call at 6.33 
on the evening in question, as a result of 
which he went, in company with Guard 
Comer, to the house 33 Mespil road. He 
described the finding of the body of a man 
lying partly in the hall and partly in the 
sittingroom. There was blood on the mouth, 
and, though the body was warm, the man 
appeared to be dead. Whilst in the house he 
was handed by Guard Comer a Webley-Scott 
.32 pistol, which on examination he found to 
contain seven live rounds in the cylinder. 
There was no round in the breech. i 
Guard Comer gave corroborative evidence, 
and said that the Webley-Scott gun was 
taken by Mr. Louis Marie off the top of a 
cabinet in the sittingroom and handed to 
witness, who gave it to Guard Finnegan. 

Sergeant Molloy, Rathmines, gave evidence 
in regard to the Webley-Scott, and said 
that from his knowledge of such a gun and 
from the condition in which he found it, it 
would not be of any use to anyone who was 
not familiar with guns. It would be useless. 
In reply to Mr. Lavery, witness said that 
if-a person knew how to use it the gun 
would be an effective weapon. 


STUPID AND DAZED 


Sergeant V. Lockhart said that while the 
accused man was in his custody at the Bride- 
well on the nights of Saturday, the 3rd, and 
Sunday, 4th November, it was his duty to 
visit him every two hours. The prisoner 
was quiet, and was a kind of stupid and 
dazed. 

Witness said that during his visits he 
asked the prisoner if he was all right, and 
O’Brien replied that he was, and then asked 
him if Stokes was dead. Witness answered 
“Yes.” The prisoner also asked him was 
his (prisoner’s) bicycle there. ‘Witness said 
it was not, and the prisoner said that he 
understood that he had brought his bicycle 
to Trishtown Garda Station. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Lavery, witness 
said that when the prisoner was being placed 
in his cell in the Bridewell the police removed 
his braces, necktie, and shoes. That was 
done for fear that he might injure himself. 
Witness was not on duty when there was 
an application for a doctor to examine the 
prisoner. 

Mr. Lavery—Was it on Sunday night that 
he asked you if Stokes was dead ?—It could 
have been. : 


F I said it before, that's correct. 
Perhaps he asked you more than once that 
question ?—I could not say that. 
He may have done so?—He may have. 
Did he tell you on one of two of tie 
occasions, when he asked you if Stokes was 
dead, that he had cycled to Irishtown to give 
himself up? 

Witness—He did say he was sure he had 
cycled to Irishtown. 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne—To give himself up? 
—Yes, my lord. 
In reply to the Justice, witness said that 
it was a usual thing to remove the braces, 
necktie and boots of a prisoner brought in on 
a serious charge like this. 


A DOCTOR 


Further examined by Mr. M. Maguire, wit- 
ness said that during the time that the 
prisoner was in “his charge there was no 
question of his being visited by a doctor. 
Was there, so far as you could observe 
from his condition, any reason why a doctor 
should be called in ?—No. 

Superintendent Patrick O’Connell, who is 


in charge of thé Detective Branch at Dublin 


Castle, said that at 11.25 on the night of 3rd 
November,“ at Irishtown Garda Station, he 


charged O’Brien with the murder of Stokes, 


and after administering the usual caution 


O’Brien replied: “ No statement.”’ 


Cross-examined by Mr. Lavery, witness 
said that on the evening of Sunday, 4th 
November, a message was conveyed to him 
that a solicitor and doctor were present at 
the Bridewell, and that the doctor wanted to 
examine the prisoner. 

Dr. Fitzgerald was in the Bridewell for the 
purpose of making an examination of the 
accused man ?—Yes. 

Was that opportunity given?—It was not 
in my province to give it, and I did not 
give it. 

Did you seek” permission, and communicate 
a refusal?—I said I could not consent with- 
I said it was unusual, and, 
in My opinion, unnecessary. 

The examination did not take place ?—Not 
so far as I know. I had no direct respon- 
sibility for that. 

Did you seek authority from some one who 
had authority ?—Not personally, but I sug- 
gested it should be done. 

Was it done, and was the examination re- 
fused ’—I understand it was. 

-Was Mr. O'Reilly informed that he c-uld 
make application for leave for a medical 
man to the District Justice ?—I had no con- 
versation with Mr. O’Reilly. 

Was that information communicated 
through you or with your knowledge ?—Not 
through me or with my knowledge. 
Witness added that the Station Sergeant, 
in ordinary circumstances, would have the 
responsibility of deciding whether a doctor 
“He added that he (witness) 
got a message that it would be well to com- 
municate with one of the Commissioners. 
When pressed by Mr. Lavery for informa- 
tion on that point witness said that, as far as 
he knew, General Murphy was communicated 
with. 

Personally, he did not know; but, officially, 
he knew that had been done, said witness.

Therefore, what the jury 
had to consider in this question was not 
whether the act was done, but whether there 
was a legal responsibility on the accused 
person. | 

In considering that question there would 
be, perhaps, many questions of law to be 
considered, and on these matters the jury 
would receive direction from the Judge. The 
deliberate killing of another by a person 
responsible for his actions at the time was 
murder. In considering whether the accused 
man was, at the time these events took place, 
a person who was so responsible for his 
actions, the jury would have to consider not 
only the evidence which had been given as 
to the circumstances under which this deed 
was done, but they would have to consider 
the mental condition of the accused man, and 
the -account which he was able to give of 
these transactions. 

The prosecution had brought before them 
a great number of witnesses who had proved 
in close detail the events of Saturday, 3rd 
November, in regard to this case. All that 
evidence, however, was not really helpful in 
the one issue they would have to consider 
with care. What would be important was 
to consider the relations that existed be- 
tween the members of this family. What 
would be important would be to consider 
the mental condition and equipment of the 
accused man immediately prior to and at 
the time that these things were done, and 
for that purpose it would be necessary for 
the jury to know something about the ac- 
cused man. 


MENTALLY AFFECTED 


““ Our submission,’’ said Mr. Lavery, “is 
that, at the time when these shots were 
fired, the accused man was so mentally 
affected that, to use the legal phrase, he 
was unaware of the nature of the act which 
he did, was incapable of distinguishing right 
from wrong, was incapable of controlling his

lf he is disabled by disease of the mind at 


| the time from making that choice, if he is 


controlled by some power that he cannot 
command, then you will find in this case a 
verdict which is provided by the law of the 
land—that he did the act, but that he was 
Nua at the time so as not to be respon- 
sible.”' 

Counsel went on to reíer to the relations 
existing between these families. They had 
been told that six weeks or two months before 
órd November a dispute had estranged the 
O’Brien and Stokes families, and that that 
dispute related to an incident which occurred 
Bush Barracks, when Mrs. 
Stokes’s little boy went down to the barracks 
and spent an afternoon there and was sent 
home without his tea. That caused annoyance 
in the Stokes family. It would be impossible 
to imagine a more trifling or more insig- 
nificant incident. 


such a dispute, concerning as it did only 
the ladies of the family—because Stokes and 
O’Brien were not concerned—although it 
might cause an estrangement for a time, was 


not a matter of any account when they were 


facing the issue in this case. 

It appeared that after that incident about

Proceeding, Mr. Lavery said that on 3rd 
November Commandant O’Brien was a man 
who had been leading a normal life, a man 


who had at that time overcome a serious 


difficulty which had confronted him some 
time before He had been in danger of 
losing his position in the Army because of 
money troubles, but a friend ha 

his assistance, and things had been settled. 
A difference had arisen between the 
Stokeses and O’Briens following a visit to 
Beggars’ Bush by Mrs. Stokes and two lady 


friends. They were not received by Mrs. 
O’Brien because she was not prepared at 
the time to entertain strangers. uis Marie 


had taken offence because his sister had 
been refused admission to her sister's house. 
The accused man had told him that his wife 
had not been ready to receive strangers, and 
that no slight had been intended towards 
Mrs. Stokes. 


“OTHER WOMEN ” 
Mrs. O’Brien called at the house in Mespil 
road to make her own explanation. That 
was on Saturday, November órd, and she 


returned homo at six o clock or shortly after- 
wards.

That, of course, was a terrible charge, said 
Mr. Lavery—a shattering charge to Com- 
mandant O'Brien.

as to his mental condition soon after this 
occurrence. 


The accused man himself would 
tell them how the charge affected. him, and 
how he sat by himself in the drawingroom 
after his wife had left. He would tell them 
how he lost all control of himself, and that 
he was unable to give any account of what 
had taken place in the succeeding hours. 
There sett be a considerable volume of 
evidence as to O’Brien’s’ mental condition on 
that night, and there would be evidence that 
a shock such as he had been snbjected to 
might well have the effect which he 
(counsel) had indicated, 

From a very early age, said Mr. Lavery, 
the accused man had been subjected to con- 
siderable mental straia. He had been in the 
Fianna in 1916, and was in the I.R.A. in 
1921, when he was in constant touch with 
the active service unit in Dublin. At that 
time he had lived in continual danger of 
violent death. | 

Counsel suggested that military trainin 
during his lifetime had enabled the accu 
man to act in a quiet, steady manner like 
an automaton during the terrible events 
of the evening of órd November. 
O’Brien was a man who was skilled in the 
use of deadly weapons. On the night of the 
occurrence he fired shot after shot until 
something jammed the gun 
reason restraining i 
firing these shots.

PRISONER’S EVIDENCE 


The prisoner, O’Brien, then left the dock 
and éntered the witness-box. 

Examined by Mr. Roe, he stated that he 
was born at 41 York street in 1901, and 
that he lived there with his father, who 
was house steward and manager, until 1918. 
He left school at 144 vears of age and 
became apprenticed to engineering, and after 
eighteen months gave up the work. After 
that he got employment in various capacities 
until March, 1922, when the received a vom 
mission in the National Army as Captain. 
and was afterwards promoted to the rank of 
Commandant. 

Prior to joining the National Army he was 
a member of Fianna Eireann, which he 
joined in 1915. He worked with that organi- 
sation, and took part in the preparations for 
the Rebellion of 1916. During the. Rebellion 
ho acted as messenger between Jacob's 
Factory and the College of Surgeons. Prior 
to the actual outbreak of the Rebellion he 
had been engaged in receiving and storing 
arms in his father’s premises. 

He became connected with the I.R.A. in 
1917, and was constantly employed as an 
active member of the I.R.A. from that year 
until July, 1921. He was not a member of 
the active service unit in Dublin, but he 
was engaged on his own company’s active 
service, and took part in bombing attacks 
against the ‘‘ Black and Ians,’’ notably with 
one gang of the “ Black and Tans ' known 
as the ‘‘Igo murder gang,” and on one 
occasion he was arrested by that gang in 
1920. 

Continuing, the accused man stated that 
he got married to Miss Leonie Marie on_the 


10th August, 1925, and there was a child 


born in December, 1926—a_ gifl named 
Marguerite. He lived with his wife in his 


quarters at Beggar’s Bush Barracks. He first

Richard Leeper, Medical . Superinten- 
t of St. Patrick’s Hospital, James's street, 
ublin, was then called, and in reply to Mr.

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—Really no account at 
all.

What he told me, said Dr. Leeper, was that 
his wife had come back, accused him of in- 
fidelity, and’ of giving presents to other 
women, After that, apparently, he saw 
red. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—Did he make use of 
those words ?—No.; that is my own expres- 
sion. He had no. recollection of what 
happened. 

In reply to Mr. Lavery, witness said that 
he examined the aecused man medically, and 
came to the conclusion that he was suffering 
from ex ophthalmic goitre. and symptoms cf 
Graves’ disease. There was prominence of 
the eyeballs, exceedingly rapid pulse—far 
more rapid than normal—and symptoms that 
arose in ex ophthalmic goitre. This disease 
was very often associated with mental dis- 
turbance. A person with it very often 


suffered from an agitated melancholic state. 


had a sort of terror of something happening, 
and was liable to mental obsessions which 
possibly might lead to acts of violence. He 
was actually rather neurotic. 

Mr. Lavery—From all these circumstances 
and the history of the accused man have 
you formed any opinion as to his condition 
at the time ?—I am afraid not. It would be 
only hypothetical, because I was not there. 

Can you express any idea ?—The Impression 
I got from the physical conditions was that 
with a man of very neurotic ‘temperament 
no one would be able to prognosticate what 
he would be likely to do. “ 

“SANE NOW”

Mr. Elvan, solicitor, appeared for 
Wheeler; Mr. H. Good, solicitor, for Myers, 
and Mr. J. J. Devlin (instructed by Mr. 
Rutherford) for Jellie. 

Cyril P. Reynolds, St. Jarlath’s, Cabin- 
teely, in cross-examination by Mr. Elyan, 
said that he noticed his name in the ariicles 
of association as a director. but that cheques | 
were returned from the bank. He did not 
think he saw anything wrong with Mr. 
Wheeler. 

Answering Mr. Hannan, witness said that 
he formed no opinion as to what would be 
required for working capital. He felt that 
£250 would be useless unless there was 
further capital. He felt the application for 
a trades loan of £3,000 out of ccnsideration, 
and concentrated on the possible investment 
of £750 by a man named Coleman. The 
trades loan might be refused or it might be 
granted, and the application for £3, did 
not influence him in any way when he decided: 
to invest £250. 

Mr. Elyan—Were you actually itching to 
invest in this business? 


ANXIOUS TO INVEST 


The Witness—I was anxious to invest. 

In reply to Mr. Good, the witness said that 
he was not satisfied that Myers went to Eng: 
land to buy machinery. Asked if he had any 
evidence to disprove the authenticity of a re: 
ceipt from England that the machinery had 
been ordered, the witness said that he came 
to that conclusion from some. of the corres: 
pondence, und he suggested that a statement 
of accounts and a receipt of one particular 
date were not genuine. 

Is it your suggestion that Myers put the 
£250 in his pocket?—I say he spent it. 

Do you suggest he never spent a part of it 
in the interest of the business?—I do. I 
believe he wanted the money to pay his own 
debts, and not to purchase machinery. 

Is it your suggestion that Mr, Myers never 
intended to go on with this business as out- 
lined to you in the agreement? 

I believe he would have gone on had he 
been successful in inducing others to give him 
money as I did. He would have tried to 
carry on with other people’s money. 

The witness said that he was now carrying 
om a solution manufacturing business, whic 
he learned while with Myers. He had now 
employed Myers’s entire staff—a man and a 
girl. He did not induce them to leave 
Myers. He believed the man had been dis- 
missed and did not get his wages. He had 
been swindled out of £250, and in anothér 
investment lost £300, and £25 in a fourth 
business. i ; 

In reply to Mr. Hannan, the witness said 
that he had made no successful investment. 

Answering Mr. Hannan, witness said that 
although he had worked in a chartered 
accountant’s office for two years previous 
to the present transaction, he made no 
investigation concerning the financial position 


— 


of Myers. Neither did he see any stock-m- 
trade of substantial value on Myers s 
premises. 


Wheeler told him he knew Myers for a 
long time, that Myers had been in business 
Íor about 26 years, and that he did not 
think witness would be doing anything 
wrong in investing the money with Myers. — 
The further hearing was adjourned until 
Tuesday, March 26.

WHAT IS HIGH-GRADE 
MILK > 


MR, P. F. DOLAN EXPLAINS 


Py HERE can be very little hope of increas- 
ing to any oo extent the 
amount of milk consumed in this 

country until the ery is in a position to 

obtain a milk which is of a high quality and 
carrying an official guarantee. ‘‘ High-grade 
milk’’ may be defined as milk from disease- 
free cows, cooled and bottled immediately 
after milking and delivered to the consumer 
as ‘‘raw’’ milk, having a low bacterial 

count. i 

Many of the middling and bad premises 

can be reconstructed, so that milk of the 

highest grade can be produced on them. It 
is only some grave defect, such as the 
absence of a proper water supply or impos- 
sible bulidings, that would prevent a dairy 
premises from being suitably altered so that 
a high-grade milk could be produced. 


Expensive Plant Not Essential 
| Jt is not essential to have expensive and 
elaborate sheds; these are certainly a help; 
but in the absence of the propér attitude of 
ithe owner and attendants, or the proper 
supervision, expensive sheds can be a great 
fatlure. On the other hand, milk of the 
highest quality can be, and is being, pro- 
duced on many ordinary dairy premis@, due 
to the methods adopted and a indie 
understanding of the necessary details. In 


to produce high-grade milk on any ald pre- 
mises. With the exception of the production 
of small hen ig and where the owner is 
readily adaptable to an understanding of 
bacterial infection and contamination, there 
must be suitable premises and the proper 


appliances. I have sympathy with the pro- 
ducer of high-grade - milk, his long 
hours, his ceaseless attention to super- 
vision; but I believe that things would 
be made very much easier for him 
by the adoption of methods such as 


interesting his employés, the payment of a 
bonus on results, the installation of suitable 
labour-saving appliances. 

The water supply to dairy farm, the drain- 
age, the cleansing and construction of the 
buildings, the lighting, natural and artificial, 
and the ventilation were discussed; also the 
washing and sterilisation of the utensils and 
appliances. 


Methods of Milking 


The methods of milking: are of great in- 
terest to me, and I must say that I lean 
towards the milking of the cows in a special 
shed used only for that purpose. The dil- 
ferent methods carried on at present are 
hand-milking, machine-milking and the auto- 
recording system. Where attention is paid 
to details good résults will be obtained by 
the three systems. It must be realised that 
milking machines have given good results, 
and have many advantages, but one cannot 
expect them to be successful unless the 
proper care ‘is taken of them. Carelessness 
in the use of a milking machine will be 
followed by bad results, and it is a pity to 
blame the milking machine for this careless- 
ness. 

From a public health point of view experi- 
mental work in the elimination of stripping 
is advocated. The faults attributed to the 
elimination of stripping and the use of milk- 
ing machines are Éad in hand-milked herds. 
In my opinion the so-called auto-recorder 
system gets rid of many of the difficulties 
encountered in the change over to the pro- 
duction of a high grade milk. In this system 
the cow comes from the cowshed into the 
special milking shed, is milked, and volun- 
tarily walks back to her position in the cow- 
shed again. The milk is brought by suction 
from the cows to the dairy, over a cooler and 
into the bottle, 

Clean cows are essential, and if they are 
housed under reasonable conditions and the 
hair on the udders and surrounding parts and 
on the tail is kept clipped tight the opera- 
tion of cleaning is much simplified. The 
washing of cows has become quite common, 
and producers’ adopt different methods, but 
I much prefer a water pipe run behind the 
cows, with water taps at intervals, on which 
a short length of hose pipe is connected, and 
in this way each cow is washed with per- 
fectly clean water, instead of the water from 
a bucket 


Disease-Free Herds 


If one can get into the position of having 
a self-contained herd, then the possession of 
a tubercle-free and an abortion-free herd 
becomes a comparatively easy problem. 
A self-contained herd: may be defined as 
one that is maintained by the rearing of the 
heifer calves of selected cows of the herd, 
and no animal is allowed to enter save under 
exceptional circumstances and the strictest 
scrutiny, and then isolated for a period. The 
members of the herd are not allowed to come 
in contact with other animals, and a bull is 
kept for the purposes of the herd alone. 
the farm being well fenced to prevent cattle 
breaking in from adjacent farms and vice 
versa, 

The advantages to be gained from a 

disease-free, self-contained herd are :— 

(1) Complete freedom from the losses due 
to tuberculosis—losses that the farmer 
does not recognise. 

(2) No losses from contagious abortion. 

(3) The building up of a good yielding 

herd becomes simpler following the re- 

moval of the obstacles of tuberculosis 
and abortion. 

Herd becomes more valuable. 

If combined with the production of 

milk of a low bacterial content, an in- 

creased price is obtained for the milk.

| ANXIOUS TIME FOR 
, | POULTRY-KEEPERS 


WORK FOR MARCH 
T = is a critical period on the poultry 


farm, as much of the success to be 
obtained later depends on the efficiency 

of the work carried out at this season. 
The hatching of eggs from heavy breeds 
should be completed by now, as pullets of 
such breeds are rarely profitable if hatched 
late. Eggs from the light breeds, such as 
White Leghorn, may be put down up to the 
end of March and during the first week in 


April, if necessary. Late hatched chickens 
are, however, seldom profitable, and are 
often more difficult to rear than those 


hatched early in the season, 

The chicken flock should receive particular 
attention, and no effort spared in endeavour- 
ing to obtain success in this branch of the 
work. Suitabl.. feeding, good management 
and strict cleanliness are essential for suc- 
cessful rearing. The foods used should 
always be of the best quality, fresh and free 
from mustiness, and placed before the birds 
in a fresh, clean condition. The feeding of 
poor quality, stale or musty foods often leads 
to the development of digestive troubles, 
with disastrous results. 

Particular attention should be paid to the 
purchase of cod-liver oil for chfcken-feeding 
purposes. Often a low quality oil of little 
value is bought, and disappointing results 
from its use are obtained. The freshness of 
the sample is also important when purchas- 
ing cod-liver oll, and a guarantee in respect 
of both its freshness and vitamin potency 
should be obtained. 


Need for Space 


The advantages of allowing ample accom. 
modation for the young chickens may again 
be stressed, Overcrowding is, perhaps, the 
most common cause of general unthriftiness 
and losses during the rearing stages, besides 
being conducive to the spread: of disease 
among the flock. Adequate accommodation 
Should, therefore, be provided in hovers, 
brooders and rearing houses, Only 100 chicks 
should be placed in a hover or brooder of 
150 chick capacity, while an allowance of 
about one square foot of floor space to every 
two chickens in the rearing houses is neces- 
sary. ' 

The separation of the cockerels from the 
pullets will provide more house room for the 
latter, and should be done when the sexes 
can be distinguished. The cockerels should 
be placed in pens and fed on a fattening 
ration, such as equal parts maize meal, 
pollard .and Sussex - ground oats, with 
separated milk or buttermilk. 

The value of direct sunlight for young 
growing chickens should always be appre- 
ciated, and the windows or shutters left open 
whenever weather conditions permit. 

Fresh, green food, is also very necessary, 
particularly where indoor rearing is practised. 
As prices for eggs have fallen, the laying 
flock should be gone through carefully now 
and all birds not in production and those 
which will not be required for breeding pur- 
poses culled out for proposal.—(From notes 
published by the Northern Ministry of Agri- 
culture.) 


THE ATTESTED HERDS 
SCHEME 


= 


NOW IN OPERATION 
Ta scheme of the British Ministry of 


Agriculture and Fisheries, known as 

the Attested Herds Scheme, came into 
age on the Ist February, and a reason- 
able beginning has been made. Forty-two 
owners have applied for certificates of 
attestation, and these are mostly now under 
consideration. So far eight certificates have 
been issued and twenty applications are still 
under consideration. . 

It will be remembered that, under the 
scheme, registered producers whose herds be- 
come attested and who sell their milk 
through the Milk Marketing Board are en- 
titled to 1d. per gallon bonus while they 
hold the certificate of attestation. This bonus 
represents, on the average, £2 10s. per. 
annum ‘per cow; for farmers with a herd of, 
say, twenty cows, the grant would, therefore, 
amount to £50 per annum. Producers of 
certified and Grade A (T.T.) milk—as well 
as other producers of milk—who) have had 
their herds attested, can obtain the ld. per 
gallon bonus on all milk sold through the 


or Grade A (T.T.) milk is exempt from the 
provisions of the Milk Marketing Scheme and 
from levy, and so on such milk the ld. per 
gallon bonus is not payable. However, it is 
worth their while, notwithstanding, for 


certified and Grade A (T.T.) producers to get 
their herds attested under the Tuberculosis 
(Attested Herds) Scheme. 


Practical Advantages 
Producers of certified and Grade A (T.T.) 


milk do not incur any additional financial 
obligation through becoming registered pro- 
ducers under the Milk Marketing Scheme, 
and, in fact, are not exempt from registration 
unless they are (i.) producers having not 
more than four milch cows, if they do not 
sell by retail, and (ii.) producers who only 
sell milk to their servants for consumption 
in their households. The practical advantages 
of attestation in their case are (a) that they 
have a better market for their calves, 
coming, as these do, from herds freed from 
tuberculosis; (b) that they have the greater 
certainty of a continuous demand for their 
high grade milk when it is realised by the 
consumer that it is not only first quality, but 
also free from suspicion of tuberculosis; and 
(c) they have free tuberculin testing. 

The testimony of one producer who has a 
certificate in respect of a commercial herd of 
36 head is worth quoting. He says that, 
having tested the herd for the past eight 
years, and, from dearly-bought experience, 
proved the necessity of stringent rules to 
maintain a tubercle-free herd, he is ‘‘ con- 
fident that the rules laid down by the 
Ministry are the very minimum.’ As to the 
benefits of the scheme, the extra ld. per 
gallon will, he says, mea to him an extra 
£2 15s. per cow yearly, and in the event of 
his selling voung stock, he estimates that it 
will make £5 per head difference. He adds— 
“ All will agree that tubercle-free cows are 
both longer lived and heavier milkers.”' 
There is, he says, also the benefit of £20 per 
year in veterinary fees, as the Ministry make 
no charge for testing.

PURROSES 


D MANURING 


“HE most suitable Boils for barley are 
| well-drained medium loams of a nature 
suitable for growing turnips or potatoes, 
Where there is a moderately high rainfall 
light soils in good condition will also produce 
good crops of barley. Barley may also be 
grown ou peaty soils if well drained, but as 
the crop is liable to lodge on such soils their 
‘use fon barley-growing 1s limited. The crop 
will not be a sucecss if grown on wet, water- 
logged soils, ait 
Lhe mam object when crop 
which will ripen early. A _ strong-strawed 
variety is also desirable, as heavy crops of 
weak-strawed varieties are liable to lodge. 
Spratt Archer has given very good yields 
over a wide range of soil and elimatic con- 
ditions. It is a strong-strawed variety, 
ripens comparatively early, and is recom- 
mended for general use. 


Place 


While barley is usually grown after either 
turnips or potatoes, it may also be grown on 
Jea land or after another cereal crop following 
lea. Barley is shallow rooted and grows 
rapidly, but is unable to¢compete successfully 
with weeds; it is better, therefore, to avoid 
sowing barley after another cereal crop unless 
the land is very clean. It is a particularly 
suitable nurse crop for grasses and clovers, 
and this is another reason why it is an 
advantage to take a crop of barley after a 
root crop, since in the usual rotation prac-

tised the grass and clover seeds are sown 
with the cereal crop following the manured 
crop.

Barley After Cereals 


When grown after another cereal cro 
especially if the land is not in high conc 
tion, a complete dressing of artificials shou 
be applied. The dressing might be 1 
sulphate of ammonia, 2 to ó ewt. superph 
phate and 1 cwt. potash salts per acre. 

The necessary cultivations should be carri 
out to produce a fine surface tilth. It is i 
portant to have the seed bed fine on t 
surface and firm underneath. Firmness 
particularly necessary if the crop is grown 
lea ground, | 

The time for sowing will depend on the 
condition of the soil, but generally speaking 
the earlier the sowing the better will be the 
results, provided the soil is in a fit condition 
to receive the seed. The seed may be sown 
any time after the beginning of March, and 
the rate of seeding will depend on whether 
the seed is to be put in with a corn drill 
or sown broadcast. If the drill machine is 
used from 12 to 14 stones per acre will be 
sufficient, and if sown broadcast about 16 
stones per acre will be necessary. Soils in 
a high state of fertility will require less seed 
than poorer soils.

The merits of the roller process w 
soon recognised, and before the closing 
decade of the nineteenth century all the 
important mills in this country had changed 
over to the new process. 

The improvements in milling . technique 
during this century have been directed 
towards a more perfect separation of the 
inner lighter coloured portion from the outer 
darker coloured layer of the wheat grain. 
The white colour in flour has in many cases 
become a fetish, and a goodly proportion of 
the flours produced ‘in this country i 
artificially bleached in order to improve the 
colour. The bleaching does not affect the 
nutritional value of the flour; it only 
improves the appearance, but may disguise 
inferior quality. 


Wholemeal and Other Products 


There has always been a moderate demand 
for wholemeal and brown bread in this 
country. Genuine wholemeal consists of all 
the ground produc e wheat. There are, 
however, wholemeals án the market from 
which a proportion of four has been extracted 
for other uses. Ther@ are also others which 
have an unduly higlf proportion of flour in 
order to give the pyfducts; as brown bread, 
an artificial appearagtce®of better quality. 

It is now reported that a new process has 
been evolved to ‘liberate the food products 
in. the outer covering of the wheat grain. 
This invention consists of subjecting the grain 
to very severe pressure. It is claimed for the 
process that the bread made from wheat 
products treated in this manner has remark- 
able dietetic properties, but, no doubt, much 
remains to be proved before it can be accepted 
that bread so made is superior to other 
wholemeal breads for the consumption of man.

Two 
years ago a tari‘ was put on British bricks, 
but the company took no advantage, and con. 
tinued to fix their prices on the basis of the 
British prices. Financially their venture had 
not been a success, but they had had absolute 
success ir. putting Irish facing bricks on the 
market. They had invested £7,000, and, 
without making allowance for depreciation or 
interest on working capital, they had only 
got £9,000 profit in the course of thirty-two 
years. 

Senator Johnston—How do your prices to- 
day compare with 1931? 

Mr. Wallace—They are exactly the same.

'The combination of science and religion 
for the curing of leprosy was stressed by 
the Bishop of Down Connor and Dro- 
more, who presided at the annual meeting 
of the Mission to Lepers, in Molesworth street, 
Dublin, yesterday. (Co-operation, he said, be- 
tween scientific methods and the doctrines 
and teaching of the Church was the only 
way of stamping out the dread scourge of 
leprosy, and he believed that it was od’s 
way. There had been á connection between 
organised religions and medicine for count- 
Jess years. oses had been the earliest, 
sud one of the routes, teachers of sanita- 
tion. In early days bishops had hospitals 
built near to their houses, and near to their 
cathedrals. Medical prescriptions used by 
the people were written up in churches. In 
London at the present time, some of the 
most famous hospitals, by their names illus- 
trated this fact of the relationship between 
medicine and religion. In the days of 
ueen Victoria, the Archbishop of Canter- 


á bury had the authority to confer medical 


degrees, 
practice. 

The problem of diseases to-day was a 
world problem. It was everybody’s hope 
that ultimately the great scourges would be 
conquered, but it was not possible to do 
that by imagining that they were not there. 

The Hon, Secretary of the Mission (Mr. 
A. T. Barber) submitted the annual report, 
and statement of accounts. He said that the 
total revenue from all sources for the year 
amounted to £8,175, an increase of £2,097 over 
that for the previous year. The amount re- 
mitted to headquarters for the year was 
£6,965, which showed an increase of £2,077. 
16 was with deep regret that he recorded 
the death of Miss Eason and Mr. E. C. 
Buckley, two members of the committee, and 
also the death of Miss $. E. Sargint, a 
collector for the Mission during its infancy. 
A surveyor of the larger fields of work in 
India, Eastern Asia, and in various parts of 
Africa showed progress everywhere. The 
opportunities of the Mission were abundant 
and pressing. At no previous time had there 
been such a large number of adults and 
children under their care. There was an in- 
creased accommodation in their Homes, and 
there were better facilities for tredtmenfof the 
disease. 
Proposing the adoption of the report and 
statement of accounts, the Rev. E. B. Bull 
(Uganda) said that this was his first visit fo 
Ireland. He thought that the work that was 
being done by the Mission for the lepers would 
bring together all the Christian Churches. 
The Very Rev. Dr. R. K. Hanna, in second- 
ing the motion, .said that the Mission. was 
one of which they in Ireland might well be 
preud. The people of Ireland had never been 
backward in giving support to their charities, 
and this was shown in the very fine statement 
of accounts.

AGRICULTURAL GRANT 


From Oug CORRESPONDENT. 
KILKENNY, Wednesday. 
At a sitting at Kilkenny to-day, Mr. 


ing the affairs of Kilkenny County 
Conucil. struck a rate of 8s. 104d. in the 
£ for the ensuing financial year. This 
represents a gross increase of ls. on the 
rate for the current year, and is mainly 
accounted for by the necessity of making 
good deductions from the Agricultural 
Grant, made by reason of the non-pay- 
ment of portion of the land annuities. 
Dealing with the rate estimate, the 
Secretary of the County Council (Mr. T. 
Drew) said that in the last three years 
the total deductions from the Agricultural 
Grant through the non-payment of 
annuities amounted to £42,437. This loss 
must be recouped in some way, and they 
could not carry on with anything like 
the current year’s rate. 
there was an increase of £3,350 for road 
maintenance and £1,328 for county 
services. There was a decrease of £1,389 
in poor relief, The net increase in all 
charges was £7,054, representing an addi- 
tion to the rate of 5d. in the £, apart 
altogether from deductions in the Agri- 
eultural Grant. 
The Commissioner said that he had 
pointed ont on several occasions that the 
rate in Kilkenny was remarkably low. He 
also had pointed out during the year that 
failure to pay land annuities in the 
county must inevitably react on the rate 
estimate. They had now suffered a very 
serious deduction in the Agricultural 
Grant on foot of these unpaid annuities. 
.In fact, it would have beén £54,000 only 
that a sum of £12,000 was received from 
the old funded arrears.

The Katachi Tragedy 


Yet another of the tragic incidents 
which punctuate Indian history occurred 
on Tuesday. Its origin goes back to last 
autumn, when a Hindu, named Maharaj 
Nathuram, was sentenced by the British 
authorities to eighteen months’ imprison- 
ment for the publication of a book whose 
bitter attacks on the Mohammedan faith 
were certain to inspire communal hatred. 
While Nathuram actually was appealing 
against the sentence, he was attacked and 
assassinated by a Moslem, called Abdul 
Kayam, and two companions. The 
British Courts, naturally, draw no distinc- 
tion between ‘‘ political ” or “‘ religious ”’ 
murder and any other kind, and Abdul 
Kayam was condemned to death. For 
weeks past agitators have been represent- 
ing him before the Moslem community as 
a martyr, and inflaming the mob to 
violence. On Tuesday morning he was 
hanged secretly by the British authorities, 
who brought the body from Karachi for 
burial by his relatives at a neighbouring 
village. Unhappily, the Moslem crowd 
at Karachi discovered what was happen- 
ing, swarmed to the village, exhumed the 
body, and attempted to carry it through 
the city’s streets in procession. The in- 
evitable result of such a demonstration 
would have been to provoke not only a 
riot against the British authorities, who 
had hanged Abdul Kayam, but also to set 
Moslems and Hindus at one another’s 
throats; and Karachi might have become 
a shambles. When the small available 
force of police could not prevent the 
advance of the crowd of twenty thousand, 
which was proceeding behind a barrage of 
stones, the help of the Royal Sussex 
Regiment was summoned. Compelled, as 
a last resource, to fire, the soldiers killed 
39 and wounded 87 Moslems. Manifestly 
this lamentable result could not have been 
avoided unless the soldiers were to allow 
free play to the passions of a fanatical 
and murderous mob—a course which would 
have been responsible for considerably 
greater bloodshed. The tragedy demon- 
strates once again the bitterness of inter- 
racial hatred in India, and the vanity of 
any hope that India will be able to work 
a democratic Constitution on European 
lines. Whatever resentment there may 
be against Brjtish rule in India, it is 
nothing to the deadly loathing that Hindu 
nourishes against Moslem, and Moslem 
against Hindu. Can anybody believe, 
after this appalling affair, that peace will 
be possible in India when once the British 
troops will have abandoned her? It is all 
very well to say, as opponents of Great 
Britgin are saying to-day, that more than 
a hundred Indians have been killed or 
wounded in Karachi by British troops; 
but the fact remains that, if those troops 
had not been present, the death-roll easily 
might have numbered thousands, and the 
flame of hatred would have been spread 
throughout the whole Dependency. Can 
we wonder that the Indian minorities are 
terrified by the imminent withdrawal of 
the Raj’s strong hand? 


Equine Etiquette 


A young girl, on the eve of her first 
dance, is given much solid advice by her 
mother. She is told that gin, although 
colourless, leaves a bad stain on a dress;

The instructors hope to 
have them listening intelligently to the 
trombones early in April. Such thorough 
preparation for the Jubilee is most admir- 
able; but is it possible for a group of 
ordinarily constituted police officers to 
reproduce all the horrors of a public holi- 
day? Some allowance must be made for 
the intervention of the creature known as 
the Awful Boy. The fact that a horse is 
bassoon-proof is no guarantee that he is 
impervious to the smell of oranges. It is 
almost certain that some little lad will tire 
of the passing processions, and turn his 
evil attention to the passive beast whose 
bulk is serving as a barrier to the crowd. 
He may tear opén an orange, and suck the 
pulp under the horse’s very muzzle till the 
animal is overcome with nausea and un- 
seats his rider. A warm-hearted old lady 
may dffer a police horse a large sack of 
apples.

Nature, we must suspect is hot without 
a subtle sense of humour. She has allowed 
Man to wrest secret after secret from her, 
but she sees to it that he shall not have 
them all. Moreover—and in this her 
playfulness can be clearly discerned—she 
will set against all his important dis- 
coveries an unsolved problem so small as 
to be hardly worth his attention. Thus 
it has been, at all events, in the field of 
medical science. In the centuries that 
have passed since men made their first 
crude attempts to relieve the sufferings 
of their neighbours, almost every. disease 
to which the body or mind can fall a prey 
has been investigated, analysed and cured. 
The surgeons have mapped out every nerve 
and sinew in our bodies; the physicians 
can tell, almost at a glance, from what 
fever or infection we may be suffering, 
and the mental specialists can speak with 
authority even about our thoughts. 
Plagues that in other generations laid 
waste whole continents have been swept 
away, and every year some new discovery 
marks another achievement of the human 
mind. Yet, so that we may not boast too 
much of our victories, Nature opposes 
them with an ailment which is trivial and 
almost undignified—the ordinary cold. 
For some reason or another all the 
resources of medical science have been 
unable to tell us how we can avoid the 
misfortune of a snuffling nose, or what 
remedy we can take when once it has 
begun to make its presence felt. If the 
disease were more serious, we could 
advance towards a solution with dignity, 
but to know ourselves baffled in so small 
a matter is humiliating. Nature, with 
an irritating persistence, continues to 
withhold all information on the “point, 
and, perhaps, she allows herself to smile 
at the thought that a Fellowship of £500 
& year still is being offered by London 
University for research on “the Common 
Cold, its nature, prevention and cure.”

HIGH PRICES AND THE POOR

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—I have gu. returned from listening 
to Mr. Hugo Flinn in the Dail, who was 
speaking of the decreased demand for 
clothing and increased price of food—for 
which he did not suggest any cure—he was 
merely recording facts. The decreased 
demand for clothing amounts, I understand, to 
one-sixth of the normal demand; and the 
demand for boots is reduced in the same 
proportion. At the same time, the poor are 
faced with increased prices ‘for butter, bacon, 
beef and sugar—and with the increase of 6d. 
a bag for coal. The last item is, perhaps, 
the most needed ‘of all—in damp basements, 
where clothing is scanty and bed clothes too 
often in pawn for food, if they exist at all! 
There is just one way in which this shocking 
state of affairs can met, and that is by 
a substantial increase of poor relief. I am 
afraid even then it will not reach all in 
need ; but I trust the public will endorse the 
claim for full consideration from the proper 
authorities. The need for food is acute and 
everythimg but rent has to be sacrificed to 
get 1t.—Yours, etc., 8.
